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LORRY BRAKES WERE 
DEFECTIVE

JURY’S OPINION 


INQUEST 


That the brakes and steering of the vehicle 
were defective was tne opinion expressed by 
the jury at the Mater Hospital yesterday, 
when Dr, MacErlean, Coroner, resumed the 
adjourned inquest on Thomas Ryan, aged 22, 
married, 44 North Summer street, “Dublin, 
who died in the hospital on 24th June last 
following an accident to a lorry he was 
driving through Santry, County Dublin, 
shortly after 7 p.m., from Collinstown air- 
port on June 23rd, 

Medical evidence of death from shock and 
and hemorrhage was taken at the first 
hearing, 

James Smyth, Doherty’s lane, Coolock, who 
was on the lorry and was seriously injured, 
gave evidence yesterday. He said that he 
was in the cab beside the driver, Thomas 
tyan, the deceased man. When he felt the 
lorry giving jerks the witness said; “ Mind 
yourself, Johnny.” Ryan seemed to have 
ost control, but was doing his best to keep 
the lorry on the road. Witness was thrown 
out through the left doorway at the impact 
and went over the wire fence into a field. 
Ryan was sober. They had all been working 
at the aerodrome. He did not sée any other 
traffic on the road, which was dry. 

John “H. Heweston, 29 Rathgar avenue, 
who was driving a motor car, said that there 
was no other traffic on the road. He saw the 
lorry ard trailer going past his car at about 
55 miles an hour and saw it swerve and 
strike the telegraph pole. 

In reply to Mr. W. J. Keery. solicitor for 
Mrs, Mary Ryan, the widow, Mr, Heweston 
said that he realised afterwards that some- 
thing was seriously wrong; something might 
have eee the brakes or steering gear.

terests. They seemed to favour the 
managerial system, which would place a 
manager in control of each administrative 
area with a committee of local ratepayers to 
give advice and co-operation. The feeling 
wus that. a continuance. of the existing 
system, with its ever-increasing local burdens 
and overlapping and general unsatisfactory 
results would eventually lead to bankruptcy 
and chaos. 

The Chairman also spoke of the importance 
of having children trained in civic duties. 
Training in civics was essential if they were 
to have good citizens, and in all progressive 
countries to-day it was regarded as one of 
the most important subjects taught in the 
schools. The schools here are the places for 
such instruction. Absence of training in the 
past had fre been responsible for many 
things of which they at present had good 
reason to complain. Respect for the property 
of neighbours and of the public should be 
encouraged. The fourdations of good citizen- 
ship would thus be laid. 


LAND VALUES 


Mr. F. C. R. Douglas M.A., L.C.C., in a 
paper on “The Rating of Land Values,’’ 
stated that the economic effects of the present 
system of -ating are :—(a) So far as it falls 
upon improvements it imposes a penalty upon 
the use of land; (b) it discourages the 
making of improvements, and raises the cost 
of them to the occupier; (c) it encourages the 
holding of land out of use for speculative or 
other motives,, because undeveloped or badly 
developed land is rated at little or nothing. 

As an instance of how the rateable value cí 
land varies, Mr. Douglas mentioned an ex- 
ample, which, he said, was taken from 
official information of the Local Government 
Department. At Drumcondra and Glasnevin 
the rateable value of 129 acres was £299 for 
land and 70 for buildings, and the rates 
levied were altogether £145, or £1 2s. an acre. 
The property was acquired by compulsory 
purchase, and the purchase price awarded 
for land and buildings was £37,398, being 
£290 an acre, avd equal to 101 times the 
rateable value. It was, he said, evident that 
much land value escapes rating at present. 


SIMPLE AND PRACTICABLE 


But even if Jand values were rated, that 
would not affect the argument that buildings 
and improvements should not be rated. Tho 
rating of land values is a simple and 
practicable means of correcting the evils of 
the present system of rating. Its essential 
features are (1) that it imposes the burden 
of local taxation upon the owners of land, 
and ,»(2) that it distributes the burden in 
proportion to the value of the land itself, 
excluding the buildings and other improve- 
ments. <A large body of practical experience 
has shown that this system is practicable 
and workable. I+ has been in operation in 
Queensland for more than forty years, and in 
New South Wales for more than thirty year: 
In both of these countries all looal rates, both 
in towns and in country districts, are raise: 
by a rate on land values, with a few 
negligible exceptions. 

A rate on land values should be imposed 
upon those who enjoy the land value. This 
wenld automatically exclude all those who 
hol¢ land on short tenancies—weeklv, 
mouthly, or yearly. The rate should, there- 
fore, be payable in the first place by those 
holding for longer terms, and they. should be 
empowered to deduct a proportionate amount 
from the rent they pay, and so on, if there 
are a series of leases. Thus the rate would 
be shared by those sharing the land value. 
When the rating authority came to consider 
how much revenue it required. to raise during 
the financial year, it should be empowered 
to say what part it wished to raise by means 
of the present system, and how much by a 
rate on land values. It -would then be able 
to say what rate in the pound was needed 
for the portion collected on the basis of pre- 
sent rateable values, and what rate in the £ 
on site values was needed to raise the 
balance. In every year the local authority 
should be free to reconsider the position, and 
raise, if it chose, a greater part, or, if it 
pleased all, of the rates by a rate on land 
values. 

If buildings were completely unrated, the 
problem of providing accommodation at rents 
they could afford to pay, for those who at 
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present are living in overcrowded or in- 
sanitary homes would be greatly simplified. 
As a rate upon land values would fall upon 
land according to its full market value, it 
would stimulate the owner either to use it 
himself or to let others use it who were able 
and willing to do so. By thus discouraging 
the holding of land idle, it would tend to re- 
duce the price or rent charged for land. 
The general effect, therefore, would be to 
encourage production, both by securing that 
land could be obtained at more reasonable 
rents or prions and by exempting from rating 
the buildings and other improvements made 
on it. It would tend to a larger volume of 
— SAS employment. It should, there- 
ore, be observed that a rate on land values 
cannot be shifted by owners of land on to 
tenants. The reasons for this are almost 
self-evident. Rent is determined by supply 
and demand. 

The value and rating of land values carries 
with it a number of incidental advantages. 
The existence of a general valuation, estab- 
lished for purposes of taxation, will put a 
check upon the price demanded from local 
authorities when they require land for public 
purposes. If the price asked is excessive, 
the owner will be confronted with the value 
he has assented to for rating, and he will be 
required to abate the price accordingly. It 
will also much assist the carrying out of 
town-planning schemes, one of the greatest 
obstacles to which is the fantastic claims for 
compensation made by the owners of the land 
affected. 


NEW VALUATION ACT 
Speaking on the paper, Mr. Seosamh 


Mac Cathmhaoil, Town Clerk, Bray, said 
that a new Valuation Act was badly needed, 
and that the whole question of rating and 
valuation required to be clarified and anoma- 
lies wiped out. ; 

Mr. Bourke (Limerick) said that it was 
hard to do anything in building houses for 
the workers because of the way many builders 
were met by landlords, who were giving no 
service to the urban or municipal life of the 
country. There was no equity or justice in 
the prices those people asked for their land. 
In many cases these lands were owned hy 
people living im luxury outside this country. 

Alderman R. Corish, T.D., said that 
when derelict sites were contributing no re- 
venue to local authorities permission should 
be given to take them over, They should ask 
the Local Government Department to agree 
on a new system of rating. 


HOUSING COSTS AND RENTS 


Dealing with the effects on tenants and 
ratepayers of the increased building costs, 
Alderman Corish said that local authorities 
now found themselves in a very awkward 
position in consequence of the increased cost 
of building over the last eighteen months 
or two years. The cost of building artizans’ 
dwellings had increased from 25 to W per 
cent., and, as the Government only made a 
grant of 66 2-3 on building costs up to £350, 
the increased cost fell on either the rate- 
payer, the tenant, or both. This was a 
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_M. H. Walsh (Clerk), 


serious matter for local authorities, and 
might result in a siackening down of 
housing activities all over the country. 
The executive of the association had been in 
consultation with the Minister for Local 
Government, and had asked that the subsidy 
be raised so that houses could be built and 
let at rents within the reach of the people 
taken from slum areas, who are at the moment 
paying rents as low as 2s. and ls, ód. per 
week, but so far no decision appeared to have 
been reached in the matter. 

Alderman Corish gave examples of how the 
increased building costs affected the rent of 
an ordinary artisan’s dwelling. For instance, 
before the increased cost of building, he said, 
the average all-in cost of a four-roomed dwel- 
ling was £300, which meant a weekly rent of 
4s. 1ld., so that if let at 4s, the subsidy from 
local authority would be 11d. per week, or 
£2 Os, 9id. per annum. The same house with 
25 per cert. increase on building costs: would 
cost £375. This made the weekly charge 7s. 
The same house with Government subsidy 
of two-thirds paid on full building costs of 
£375 would work out at 5s. 10d. a week. 

The figures, said the speaker, would show 
how badly tenants and ratepayers generally 
would be affected, and if the Mimister for 
Local Government was not prepared to in- 
crease the subsidy—to make it payable on the 
full cost of the house—local authorities would 
find themselves reluctantly compelled to aban- 
don their housing programmes, The amount 
of money now needed to supply houses was 
beyond the means of the local authorities to 
meet. There was nothing but procrastina- 
tion—they were sent from one Department to 
another, from Herod to Pilate, but nothing 
was done. At present the more houses 
local authorities built the more they plunged 
the ratepayers in the mire, 

Mr. a Byrne (Bray) said that the 
Government had created the present trouble, 
by telling local councils to go ahead with the 
housing schemes on borrowed money. They 
had a £76,000 scheme in view in Bray; but 
he could not support that scheme until the 
the Government came to their assistance and 
enabled them to. build houses to be let at 
rents that poor people could pay. He moved : 
‘That housing is a national problem, and 
should be dealt with by the Government 
direct.’’ 


RATES TOO HEAVY : 
Mr, W. Cleary (Arklow), seccnding, said 


that local authorities were near the end of 
their tether, because every housing scheme 
represented an increase in rates, which were 
becoming too heavy a burden on people. — 

Mr. P. J. McNamara (Ennis) said that in 
Ennis poor people were being taken out of 
houses for which they had paid a shilling 
or even Jess a week rent and were put into 
houses the rent of which was entirely beyond 
their means. The gentlemen who formed 
the Housing Board had not proper knowledge 
of the housing requirements of working 


people. i 

Mr. Phillips (Cashel) said that sómething 
would have to be done that would be heard 
all over the country—like a strike. 

Mrs. Maud Walsh (Dublin) said that the 
Housing Committee of Dublin Corporation 
would disagree with a proposal to nationalise 
housing. They would be reluctant to hand 
over their responsibilities to any State de- 
partment, as they were satisfied that they 
in Dublin were coping effectively with the 
question. At the same time, she would prefer 
to leave poor people in the slums, where 
their children would get sufficient food, rather 
than remove them to clean, new houses in 
beautiful surroundings, where the children 
would have to live in semi-starvation, the 
money that should be spent on nursing them 
having to be paid in rent. i 

Mr. D. Healy, Dublin Corporation, said 
that they did not want te have anything to 
do with a Housing Board. Having regard to 
what had happened under that Board at 
Castlebar, one would think that the Minister 
had some big chest, full of gold, out of which 
he could pull money for increased subsidies. 
But where was the money to come from? 

Mr. Hinckley, Cork, said that the only 
remedy suggestedd was a sort of strike, but 
for what would they strike, and against 
whom? There would be no remedy until a 
national Government got control of the 
currency and -redit of the country. In Cork 
in, five yeurs they had paid £111,000 in 
interest alone on loans. The Government 
should. be compelled to take control of the 
finances of the country, 

The Chairman, Mr. T. Lynch, said that 
the feeling of the conference was that if 
the Government could not see their way to 
increase the subsidy, local authorities should 
leave the housing schemes to the Government 
to eomplete. 

After further discussion Alderman Corish 
said that he would prefer to ask that a 
separate Ministry for Housing be ‘set up 
rather than have the service merely a branch 
of the oe lage of Local Government.

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40 PER CENT. ON LEATHER 
AND SKIN GOODS 
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At its meeting yesterday the Executive 
Council made an Order under the Emer- 
gency (Imposition of Duty) Act, 1952, im- 
posing a Customs duty at the rate of 40 
per cent. ad valorem on the following 
articles which are, in the opinion of the 
Revenue Commissioners, made wholly or 
mainly of leather or of skin or of an 
imitation of leather or skin :— 


(a) Cases for indoor use which are, in 
the opinion of the Revenue Commis- 
sioners, designed, constructed, and 
suitable for holding pyjamas, night- 
dresses, stockings, gloves, ties, 
collars or handkerchiefs. 

Dressing cases which, in the opinion 
of the Revenue Commissioners, are 
designed, constructed, and suitable 
for holding only or mainly toilet 
requisites, and 

Cases designed and constructed and 
suitable for holding hair brushes 
only, or hair brushes and combs 
only.

TGhe International Settlement 


The International Settlement - in 
Shanghai, of which so much is being heard, 
is the outcome of concessions granted to 
foreigners by the Chinese Government 
after the opium wars of ninety years ago. 

In 1843 a British colony was set up to 
the north of the native city ; later a French 
settlement was made on ground which 
separated the British and Native areas. 
In 1854 rules for the governing of both 
concessions were drawn up by the British, 
French and American Consuls. 

The United States Government secured 
a concession in 1863, the area affected being 
north of the Soochow Creek, which form: 
the northern boundary. of the origina] 
sritish Settlement. The American Con 
cession was incorporated into the Inter 
national Settlement, from which the 
French had withdrawn the previous yéar ; 
since when their territory has been 
separately administered. 

Self-government is enjoyed by the Inter: 
national Settlement, the legislative 
assembly being the Municipal) Cowneil, 
elected by the ratepayers. Until 1926 only 
non-Chinese residents were permitted to 
vote, although taxes were levied on ‘all. 
In that year, however, the franchise was 
extended to all rate pave rs, and the 
personnel of the Council is now five 
British subjects, two Americans, two 
Japanese and three Chinese. 

The Intern: vas al Settlement covers 
about, 5,500 acres, and has a population of 
roughly 30.000 foreieners and 800 ann 
Chinese. The French Settlement, 2,500 
acres in extent, is occupied by approxi 
mately 8,000 Europeans. and 300,000 
Chinese.

A Letter from Canada 


It is somewhat gratifying to realise that

Had we had such men as 
Bob Lambert, George and Louie Meldon, 
also. Jack Melden and Tommy Ross, to 
mention a few of those picked, I think the 
team might have given Philadelphia a 
good run for their money, even though 
they had such excellent bowlers as Bart 
King and H. V. Hordern, beeause outside 
those two their attack was very mediocre. 
Nevertheless, the trip was a most efijoy- 
able one for those who were heed enough 
to make it. :

After M. Mollard had presented to 
Earl Baldwin the parchment scroll, the 
Deputy Mayor, M. Simond, who was once 
a schoolmaster in England, spoke in 
excellent English on behalf of the Council. 
He said that they had been struck by the 
resemblance between Earl Baldwin and a 
former British Prime Minister, Sir Robert 
Walpole. 

“ Both,” he said, “were devoted to 
peace; both increased the welfare of their 
fellow-citizens, and both were sincere 
friends of France.’’ 

Earl Baldwin, in reply, referred to Aix 
as a “ home from England.” 

‘“ Nowhere,” he said, '“has our 
tranquillity been more respected.’ He was

Public honours rendered at Nuremberg 
to a book which has been banned by the 
Vatican has led to a strong protest in the 
official Vatican newspaper, Osservatore 
Romane. | 

The book is Dr. Alfred Rosenberg’s 
“The Myth of the Twentieth Century,” 
which has been enclosed in the foundations 
of the new stadium at Nuremberg. 

The book has for some time past been 
on the Vatican index for forbidden works. 

The apparent moderation of the 
National Socialist rally at Nuremberg, the 
Osservatore Romano declares, was due to 
political reasons, and does not conceal the 
fact that the struggle “ against the 
Church, and against the rights guaranteed 
to it in a solemn Concordat,’’ continues 
without respite. 

“ The rs, sie proclamation of Rosen. 
berg as the ‘ crowned prophet ’ of National 
Socialist thought,” the paper declares, 
‘‘ shows how dangerous is the road which 
cultural development in Germany is begin- 
ning to take. 

“ Who can guarantee to the present-day 
rulers of Germany that the seeds of hatred 
and contempt of everything sacred, which 
are being developed beneath the eyes of the 
authorities with ever-growing force, will 
not produce fruits which must strike 
terror into every real friend of the German 


people and of its future ?’’

during such time as home producers are able 
to supply full requirements; also requesting 
the Government not to issue licences for the 
importation of fruit pulp and juice in any 
year until the price of the different fruits in 
the country has been agreed on, and the 
ore purchased by the manufacturers.”’ 

Mr. McCarthy said that he was eight days 
without Me keg’ from one of the manu- 
facturers, and had fruit on his hands for 
seven days. Fruit was a perishable crop, and 
was: bound to deteriorate in such circum- 
stances. and manufacturers could very easily 
reject the crop. 

The Chairman said that there was actually 
more fruit this year than in previous years, 
and that there were not enough empties to 
go round. 

Mr, McCarthy said the Committee of Agri- 
culture was a court of appeal, and it was 
through them one could get in touch with 
the. Government. What was the use in 
fostering oe unless the market was 
seen to. Mr. McCarthy then referred to the 
importation of pulp and California plumis.

The speed and efficiency with which the 
Nyon Conference has worked towards effective 
agreement has confounded its early critics. 
Very tarely in the recent history of interna- 
tional politics have talks begun and ended— 
successfully—within four days. 

It was, indeed, only on September Ist that 
the situation became critical with an attack 
on the destroyer Havock by an unknown sub- 
marine. 
Ministers was held, four more destroyers were 
sent to the Mediterranean, and Mr. Eden 
accepted the French suggestion that Mediter- 
ranean Powers should meet. 

On September 6th invitat‘ons were sent oat 
to ten other Powers to attend the conference, 
and on September 8th the British Cabinet 
approved the proposals to be made at Nyon. 

even Powers accepted the invitation, but 
on September 9th Italy and Germany declined. 
Albaina has never replied. 

On Friday, September 10th, the conference 
met. The néxt day concrete proposals were 
submitted to the various Governments, and 
to-day the agreement was ratified and signed. 


ISSUES SIDE-TRACKED 


The absence of Germany and Italy was re- 
retted, but both countries were kept in- 
ormed of progress, and Italy was invited to 
take a share in the work of patrol. 

Any attempt which might have been made 


| at the conference to grant belligerent rights to 


either party in Spain was side-tracked, while 
a plan to have the agreement so worded that 
the putrol ships would be expected to protect 
Spanish Government ships from insurgent 
vessels never had a chance of success.

“We seek to protect certain vital centres 
of civilisation and to reaflirm international 
morality. 
: “This agreement, which we have to-day 
signed on paper, will to-morrow be trans- 
lated into action. Great Britain and 
France, in convening this meeting, also 
asked Italy to participate, because they 
felt that Italy’s collaboration would hel 
that spirit of tranquility that we ail 
have at heart.” 


SOVIET AND THE ZONES 

M. Litvinoff thanked the mviting Powers 
for a conciliatory policy, and welcomed the 
agreement as providing for a reduction of 
piracy on the high seas and the protection of 
commerce. 

He recalled that the Soviet Government had 
objected to the division into zones, and this 
had now been settled by the undertaking of 
Britain and France to protect shrpping in 
the Mediterranean. 

The Soviet Government did not mean, he 
said, to seize upon this or that occasion for 
asserting its indisputable right in any inter- 
national act to have its naval forces in the 
Mediterranean and other seas. That was 
why, among other reasons, he had spoken 
against the zone system. 

“I find it necessary to dwell upon this 

oint,” he added, “in view of so many lies 
in the Press regarding the U.8.8.R.”’ 

He regretted that the commercial vessels of 
the Spanish Government had been excluded 
from the protection of this agreement, pre- 
sumably because that would be regarded as 
intervention in the Gpanish war. 

M. Litvinoff concluded by stressing the im- 

ttance of the Conference as dealing with 
international lawlessness, and pointed out 
that the success of any action for combating 
this lawlessness must consist, not only in dis- 
cussion, but in practical steps.. 


MR. EDEN’S THANKS 


Mr. Eden said he would speak very briefly, 
and would. simply congratulate the President 
on his conduct of the negotiations and their 
successful outcome. Thanks to all the States 
participating, they had come to a successful 
issue. 

Without commentin 
conclusions, he hope 
proved by the whole world. 
nothing he would welcome more than the 
close collaboration of all interested nations, 
whether they were represented at Nyon or 
not. 

The Conference then closed. 

The final session was held during heavy 
rain, and, though the little square at Nyon 
was crowded with cars of delegates and 
journalists, the general public had completely 
ost interest, and there were no spectators 
to watch the arrival and departure of the 
delegates.

‘The Right of Assembly 


The right of assembly for political 
purposes is one of the fundamental rights 
in a democratic State, and it is a right of 
long standing in England.

Those against 
whom the demonstration was obviously 
designed would almost certainly, as they 
did last year, organise a  counter- 
demonstration on a similarly large, or it 
may be on a larger, scale. Street brawls 
and a grave disturbance of the peace, with 
the consequent damage to property and 
personal injury to participants and 
onlookers, would have been unavoidable. 
The events of last October, which led to 
the original enforcement of the ban, were 
discreditable to all concerned ; any repeti- 
tion of such scenes must tend to weaken 
respect for orderly discussion of political 
problems, and ultimately undermine demo- 
cratic institutions. When political proces- 
sions become unnecessarily provocative or 
aggressively zealous, the time clearly has 
arrived when peaceful citizens must be 
adequately protected against the activities 
of bellicose mobs. If the British Fascists 
and those who are opposed to them cannot 
conduct their discussions within rational 
verbal limits, the only course open to the 
authorities was that which they have 
taken. It must be noted that the ban 
imposed by the Commissioner of Police 
refers only to processions; the right of 
political meeting is not in any way 
affected. Within the very wide limits 
permitted by the law in England both 
Fascists and Communists, with almost 
every variation of political creed between 
these extremes, may continue to state their 
respective views to anyone who will linger 
to hear them; nor is there anything in 
the ban which will prevent the Union of 
Fascists from marching until their feet 
are tired in any other district where their 
appearance would not excite ill-feeling. 
Nobody would desire that the ban upon 
political processions should be prolonged 
indefinitely in any area, and its duration 
must depend upon the offending parties.

‘A few days ago the British Prime 
Minister took a meditative walk in the 
old garden between Downing street and the 
Horse Guards’ Parade.

Destroyers for the Mediterranean 


The Mediterranean piracy agreement 
was signed at Nyon to-day, empowering 
Britain and France to sink pirate sub 
marines on sight or sound unless they 
definitely declare their nationality. To 
support the agreement both- Britain and 
France announce the despatch of a number 
of destroyers to the Mediterranean to join 
in the search for these submarines. When 
the extra destroyers despatched by this 
country arrive in the Mediterranean 
Britain will have a total of forty there, 
with five more off the North Coast of 
Spain. France has also sent a flotilla of 
destroyers from Brest into the Mediter- 
ranean. It was reported this afternoon 
that Italy has accepted the agreement in 
principle. but desires a greater share in 
the patrol of the Mediterranean than that 
given her at Nyon.

The Pilgrims 


Four long trains arrived at Addison 
road Station early this morning, bearing 
the 2,000 men and women of the fifth Irish 
national pilgrimage to Lourdes. Two 
special trains carrying 600 invalids and 
60 stretcher cases had gone direct to Folke 
stone yesterday evening. The four trains 
were immediately reversed, and within 
fifteen minutes each had arrived at 
Victoria Station. On the way from Holy 
head special leaflets had been distribute: 
in support of the cause for canonisation o! 
Blessed Oliver Plunket. Great scenes were 
witnessed at Westminster Cathedral, which 
was thronged for two hours as the pilgrims 
heard Masses celebrated by the priests on 
the pilgrimage. Dr. Mulhern, Bishop ol 
Dromore, and Chairman of the Pilgrimag 
Committee, celebrated the principal Mass 
at the High Altar, and scores of bishops 
and priests said Masses in the sixteen 
chapels adjoining the four great bays, the 
Chapel of St Patrick and the Saints o! 
Ireland being densely crowded. Most oí 
the pilgrims received Holy Communion. 
It was apparent that every shade of Irish 
life was represented at the Cathedra' 
services. A large contingent of officers and 
men of the Free State Army was also 
taking part. Very young people were 
numerous. The recent increasing emigra- 
tion from Ireland was exemplified by the 
large number of relatives and friends whe 
greeted the pilgrims after the services wer 
over, Nearly all the pilgrims carrie 
wicker-covered bottles to fill with the water 
from the Grotto. There was a continua’ 
stream of Irish people passing from 
Westminster Cathedral and back to 
Victoria. Mr. W. Enves, the station 
master, and Mr. Adams, the assistant 
stationmaster, had a large staff at work. 
and the 2,000 people—the largest single 
pilgrimage ever to leave Victoria—were 
entrained on six trains in an hour and a

The Times remarks editorially to-day :—

of their mandate over Palestine and Trans- 
jordan, aid for the tripartite division of 
that region after a period of transition 
into a Jewish and an Arab State, and a 
neutral area which would remain under 
a British mandate. 

The Times recalls that the Permanent 
Mandates Commission of the League <f 
Nations in its preliminary report some- 
what unwillingly recognised that the 
original mandate was unworkable; but, 
while it did not impugn the principle ef 
partition, it emphatically opposed the 
immediate creation (which was not con. 
templated by His Majesty’s Government) 
of two independent States in Palestine, on 
the ground that they lacked the resources 
and also the training in self-government 
to be really independent. They, therefore, 
recommended in their preliminary opinion 
ari experiment in one of two forms of 
apprenticeship—either the form of federa- 
tion to which the name of cantonisation 
has been given, or the division of Palestine 
into two separate areas, each of which 
should be placed under a separate British 
mandate until such time as it had given 
sufficient proof of its ability to govern 
itself. 

The last suggestion, however, has not 
found immediate favour with the Council, 
though it may conceivably be discussed at 
a later stage in the preparations for 
partition. Meanwhile, the obvious duty 
that confronts the Government as soon 15 
their proposals have been accepted by the 
Council is to prepare a practical scheme 
of partition for the approval of Parlia- 
ment and of the Council. 


TUNGANS IN REVOLT

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While China is occupied in military 
conflict with Japan, Sinkiang (Chinese 
Turkestan), the last exterior possession of 
China, is the scene of a revolt of the 
Mahommedan Tungans. .

The deputation asked the Minister to 
use his influence to see that the Land 
Commission, in the division of land, would

Dr. Ryan promised to discuss the 
matter with the Minister for Lands, and 
expressed his sympathy with the points 
raised by the members of the deputation 

Captain Winter subsequently stated 
that the Minister was very sympathetic. 
They would probably see the Minister for 
Lands in the near future about the 
matter. They wanted, he said, to impress 
on the Minister the necessity of taking 
hunting into consideration in the division 
of land, particularly in County Meath, 
and if possible to have ditches made suit- 
able for hunting. 


OWNERSHIP OF COVERTS 

Another matter was the ownership of 
the fox coverts. Obstacles to hunting 
were very often caused because two or 
three tenants were given land adjoining 
the covert. The deputation’s suggestion 
to the Minister was that the Land Com- 
mission might consider, where possible. 
including the covert on the holding of one 
tenant, which would to a large extent 
solve the problem. The problem primarily 
concerns County Meath, because there are 
more estates being divided there than any- 
where else. | 

In some cases, he said, tenants whose 
land adjoined the covert did not realise 
that the covert was vested in the Hunt.

BLACKSMITH WHO 
BECAME PRESIDENT

Dn": MASARYK. the first President 

of the Czechoslovak Republic. 
and one of the men who re-made the 
map of Europe after the War, died 
at 3.29 a.m. yesterday at Lana 
Castle, near Prague, in his 88th year, 
as stated in our late editions yester 


day. 

Biack flags are flying from houses 
in the city, and the whole country 
has been placed in mourning at the 
passing of its most famous and 
venerated son. 


DEATH-ROOM SCENE 


There was an intensely moving scene at 
the Castle Lany as the Ag ats, tho life 
slowly ebbed away. He was surrounded 
by all the members of his family, who 
were in tears; by Dr. Benes, his successor 
as President, and Madame Benes, and by 
Dr. Hodza, the Prime Minister. 

Members of his family kissed his hand 
and forehead when the doctor announced 
that the end had come, and Dr. Benes 
gently touched with his lips the forehead 
of the dead man. 


MOURNING SIGNS 


The news spread with lightning rapidity, 
and the city soon began to drape itself in 
black. At 6 a.m. the wireless statiens 
began to broadcast tributes. 

Dr. Hodza, the Prime Minister, after 
offering his condolences to the family, lett 
for Prague President Benes is remain- 
ing Castle Lany. 

veryWhere prayers had been offered for 
the recovery of the country’s “ greatest 
benefactor and liberator.”’ 

The former President was the son of a 
coachman, and his first job was as a lock- 
smith’s apprentice in Vienna, but he ran 
away because a comrade stole the few 
books that he possessed and sold them, 


ELECTION TO PARLIAMENT 


Next he became a blacksmith’s assistant, 
but he felt the lack of education, and so 
began to study for a teacher’s diploma in 
Vienna, during which time his natural 
intelligence won him recognition among 
the Czechoslovak community there. 

He finally set up as a teacher in Prague 
in order to earn more money for his 
family, which by this time numbered two. 
Here he became a leading light in political, 
literary, and journalistic circles, and in 
1891 became Liberal member of Parlia- 
ment, but resigned two years later because 
he found the Austrians entirely unrespon- 
sive to his ideal of Czechoslovak regenera- 
tion. 

He began a campaign against the 
Austrian authorities which lasted until 
the Great War broke out, 


PROPAGANDA WORK 


Masaryk then condemned his Govern- 
ment’s subservience to Teutonic im- 
perialism and fled abroad, working un- 
tiringly for the cause of Czechoslovak 
independence in England, France, Italy, 
and the United States. He was helped by 
Mr. Wickham Steed, former editor of The 
Times; Mr. R. W. Seton-Watson, and 
other Englishmen of note. He joined the 
staff of King’s College, London, where he 
did much to arouse interest in the Czecho- 
slovak cause. 

In 1917 he went to Russia, where he 
persuaded the Government to organise 
independent Czechoslovak armies from 
among the Czechoslovak prisoners of war 
to help in the fight against the Germans 
and Austrians. The following year he 
went to the United States, and in the 
midst of his propaganda work there he 
was recalled at the Armistice and was 
proclaimed President of the first Czecho- 
slovak Republic. | 


THREE TIMES PRESIDENT 

He set foot on Czechoslovak soil, free fur 
the first time for nearly 300 years from 
foreign -domination, amidst a wave of 
national enthusiasm, and was three times 
in succession elected to the presidential 
office. which he occupied with great 
dignity until failing health obliged him 
to hand over the reins to his pupil and 
admirer, Dr. Benes. 

The President's son, Jan Masaryk, 
became Czechoslovak Minister in London, 
and his son’s visits to Lany Castle on 
leave cheered the seclusion of his declining 
years.

HERE was a full-dress debate on 

Palestine in the League Council 

this evening, with Mr. Eden outlining 

the attitude of the British Govern- 

ment. Delegates of France, Poland 
and other Powers spoke. 

The most interesting feature of 
Mr. Eden’s remarks was his reference 
to the proposal to create a new 
special body that will visit Palestine 
and negotiate with Arabs and Jews, 
with a view to submitting to the 
British Government proposals for a 
detailed scheme of partition. 

It would be the task of this body to 
advise in due course as to the provisional 
boundaries of the proposed Arab and 
Jewish States, and of the new British 
mandated area, and also to undertake the 
financial and other inquiries for which the 
Royal Commission recommendéd that a 
financial Commission should be appointed. 


THE IDEA 


So far as can be gathered the idea is 
that it shall be largely a departmental 
Commission, which would go out to 
Palestine as quickly as possible. 

It is impossible, in present circum- 
stances, to estimate how long this “ special 
body ” will take over its task, but a rougn 
estimate is that, if everything goes like 
clockwork, its report might be ready about 
January. It is, however, doubtful 
whether things can possibly go like clock. 
work in view of the difficulties inherent 
in the situation. 

M. Delbos (France) at once expressed 
the appreciation of his Government for the 
frank, loyal, and impartial attitude of 
Great Britain as mandatory Power. He 
was prepared, he said, to accept Britain s 
declaration, based on the authority of it» 
long experience, as a final settlement 
could not be found in a continuation of 
the present mandate. In view of the con- 
jectural character of the solution proposed 
he must reserve the attitude of his Govern- 
ment to the final scheme until it was sub- 
mitted.

A DIFFICULT POINT TO

NE of the most difficult and complicated 
() points in connection with the Dublin 
building trade negotiations was 
discussed at a meeting yesterday between Mr. 
Sean Lemass, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, and the Negotiating Committee of 
the Building Trades’ Group, Dublin Trades 
Union Council. Representatives of the

The question under conrideration was the 
wages of builders’ labourers. As far as can 
be gathered at the moment, it is propcsed 
that three rates should obtain—one for 
Dublin City and Dun Laoghaire, one for an 
intern.ediate semi-urban area, and one for 
ru.:l County Dublin. 

The question of the rates for these areas is 
understood to be the main point outstanding 
betwe-1 the parties. 

Before any proposals are submitted to the 
workers their negotiators seek an improved 
offer in each area. The employers, on the 
other hand, are not prepared at the moment to 
make any new offer covering the three areas. 


TRADES COUNCIL MEETING 


The complex nature of the negotiations and 
the problems which have arisen during the 
discussions with the employers were revealed 
for the first time to the delegates to the 
Dublin Trades Union Council at last night's 
meeting. is 

Mr. Mark Daly, Secretary to the Building 
Trades Group, mentioned the progress which 
had been made between the parties on the 
various questions, and dealt with the ques- 
tions yet to be decided.

“The Italian Government, in agree.

Governments on the 14th inst. This is the 
text of the Note handed by Count Ciano, 
the Foreign Minister, to the Chargés 
d’Affatres of France and Britain :— 

‘‘€The Fascist Government has examined 
the arrangement adopted by the repre- 
sentatives of the Powers taking part in 
the Conference of Nyon and the memoran- 
dum, dated the 13th inst., communicated 
by the Chargés d’Affaires of France and 
Britain. . 

“From these documents it appears 
that, in the event of the, adherence of 
Ftaly, only the Tyrrhenean Sea would be 
entrusted to her to exercise the measures 
of surveillance decided on by the Con- 
ference, while practically. the same 
measures in’ the whole Mediterranean 
would be entrusted to the French and 
British Fleets. 


“ VITAL INTERESTS ” 


“é “The situation which would arise for 
Italy appears unacceptable. Her vital 
interests in the Mediterranean and the 
fact that the greatest amount of truffic 
runs along her lines of communication 
make it necessary that Italy should require 
to have conditions of absolute parity with 
any other State in any zone of the Medt- 
terranean.’ ’’ 

It is noted here that the reply is 
equivocal, While pointing out that lack 
of parity makes the proposals unaccept- 
able, it does not say that the remedying 
of this defect would make.

THE SAME SPIRIT 


Insisting that he was speaking for 
no one but himself, Mr. te Water added:

A moderate spirit 
is the sane spirit in which to discuss 
them.’’ 

Mr, te Water added: “I believe per- 
to participate at a conference table to 
examine in a spirit of reason and modera- 
tion the point of view of Germany on 
this—the question of colonies—and other 
issues, which are at present disturbing 
good relations with that country.” 

Mr. te Water would not go as far as to 
say that South Africa would participate 
in a general agreement to return Ger- 
many’s lost colonies. He considered that 
too strong an interpretation of his words. 


BERLIN VIEW 


Mr. te Water’s statement is described 
in political quarters in: Berlin as a 
‘“‘ courageous and reasonable utterance,”’ 
says Renter. One spokesman said to 
Reuter: ' We hope that the courage 
which Mr, te Water displayed will act 
as a good example to others, and that 
his reasonable words will cause others to 
ponder ‘this issue. But it should be 
emphasised that, as in the past, so in 
the present, Germany does not regard the 
colonial issue from a military point of 
view. 

““Germany would regard colonies as 
welcome economic resources, but not as 
opportunities for sinister military pur- 
poses. Therefore. Germany would not be 
a factor of unrest, but of order, in her 
colonies, and it can well be imagined that 
South Africa would welcome such a 
neighbour, who wants to work and main- 
tain stability.”

JHEN the funeral of the Lord Mayor of 
W Cork, Alderman Sean French, took 
place to-day it was apparent that 

not only Cork, but Ireland, mourned at his 
grave. The attendance of representatives of 
the Executive Council, of all parties in the 
Dail, of the Army and Garda Sidchana, of 
many Government Departments, and of the 


-National University, in addition to those of 


the professional and commercial communities 
in Cork, sports and social organisations, 
trades’ and workers’ representatives signified 
that the nation joined with Cork in its ex- 
pression of sorrow at the passing of one who 
during the dozen years for which he oceupied 
the Sore) Chair was Cork’s foremost and 
most popular public figure. 

It was through a silent city of mourning 
that the immense cortége—the bitgest Cork 
has seen for years—wended its way at mid- 
day to-day. All business was suspended, shops 
were closed and shuttered, window blinds were 
drawn and traffic came to a standstil]. ° Many 
business establishments had draped their 1ronts 
with mourning erepe and their staffs joined in 
the general mourning. Flags were at half-mast 
over all public buildings and shipping, 

Over fifty members of the clergy walked in 
front of the bier. The hearse was almost con- 
cealed by the great number of wreaths from 
far and near. The coffin was shrouded in the 
tricolour. 

The Requiem Mass at the Cathedral was 
presided over by the Most Rev. Dr. Cohalan, 
Bishop of Cork. Immediately afterwards the 
funeral procession left, the remains being 
carried to the bier by members of the Old 
LR.A. The guard of honour, also 
from the Old I.R.A., who marched 
beside the hearse, wore mourning arm- 
lets with tricolour ribbons attached. The 
chief mourners: walked immediately behind 
the hearse. Following them came Mr. Sean 
T. O'Kelly, Vice-President, Executive 
Council; Mr. G. Boland, T.D., Minister for 
Lands and Fisheries; Mr. Frank Fahy, Ceann 
Comhairle; Mr. W. T. Cosgrave, Mr. 
Desmond Fitzgerald, Mr. H. V, Flinn, T.D., 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Minister for 
Finance, and many other members of the 
Dail.

Lord Runciman, in his will published a 
few days ago, made an attack on the 
imposition of death duties. He charged 
his son, Viscount Runciman, “to 
advocate that one of the most deplorable 
national tragedies that has ever been in- 
posed on the country’s commerce by in- 
competent Chancellors of the Exchequer is 
that of, the death duties, the super and 
extravagant income tax, the former being 
the worst and most ruinous of all these 
duties, and the abnormally high taxation 
which is sucking the life out of enterprise 
and ruining thousands of worthly families, 
and throwing many thousands of men and 
women on to the streets to starve.” 

Lord Runciman wrote: ‘ No country 
can escape the fate of financial disaster 
when qoreened by men who are ignorant 
of the laws that govern human existence.” 

In his considered opinion, he added in 
an appendix to the codicils of the will: 
“he lower the taxation the greater would 
be the national revenue and the richer 
would become the country’s trade.’’ Paying

A special meeting of the Dublin Board of 
Public Health was held yesterday at the 
office, Parnell square, to consider the water 
supply to Skerries and Balbriggan. 

Mr. P. Belton, Chairman, said that there 
had been a great deal of whispering ae to 
the alleged break-down of the water supply 
to these two districts, a supply which 
came from the same source. The best way 
to counter the “ whisperings”’ was to have 
the fullest investigation into the matter. 
Publicity of that investigation of the whole 
case would be the best way of restoring the 
confidence of the public in the good quality 
of the water. He had the assurance of the 
engineers and the medical officers that the 
water was good. Something had happened 
which left the water in a condition that was 
not as good as it might.be, and the matter 
would be inquired into. It was the wish of 
all the officials and employés connected with 
the water scheme that the investigation 
should ‘be given full publicity. The Boara 
would have testimony that the filtration 
raachinery was good. The water since August 
25th had been all right. 

The Chairman said that the water in its 
original state was good water of its kind, 
and if it was carefully looked after it would 
be a first-class supply. 

Dr. Harbison, County Medical Officer of 
Health, in reply to the Chairman, said that 
he held a certificate from the Board’s analyst, 
given on Thursday last, on samples of the 
water, including one taken before filtration. 
The findings on all samples showed that the 
water supply was thoroughly satisfactory in 
quality. 

On the motion of Mr. R. Blake, seconded 
by Mr. P, J. Fogarty, it was decided to hold 
the inquiry in committee. 

The Chairman said that the committee’s 
report of the day’s proceedings would be laid 
before the Board at its next meeting.

PROBATION OFFICERS 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—Senior Justice Little ia reported in 
the Press of the llth inst. to have stated 
that the Society of Friends, alone of all our 
religious, philanthropic or charitable societies, 
has urged upon the Minister for Justice the 
necessity for an increase in the number oí 
probation officers. 

I wish to point out that the joint com- 
mittee of Women’s Societies and Social 
Workers has also taken an interest in this 
matter. We interviewed the Minister for 
Justice as long ago as December, 1935, and 
urged upon him the great necessity for an 
increase in the number of probation officers. 
We have kept up a constant agitation since, 
and have tried to rouse public opinion by 
letters in the Press and circulars. We see 
with pleasure and interest the recent pro- 
nouncements of District Justice Little in this 
matter, and hope that they may bear fruit. 

There are only two women probation officers 
in the whole Free State (one at present, 
owing to the recent. lamented death of Miss 
O’Brien). In England, there is at least one 
woman probation officer attached to every 
Court. In our memorandum we advocated 
at least four for Dublin, and some for the 
bigger cities—Cork, Limerick, Waterford, 
Galway, etc.—Yours, etc.,

Following a meeting of the International 
Joard in London last Friday, the pega: 
letter has been sent by the Board to each 
referee on the panel of referees selected to 
take charge of imternational matches. 

“I am instructed by the International 
Board to write to you on a matter of the 
highest importance to the game of Rugby 
football in the four countries. The Board 
have observed that referees in international 
matches do not administer the laws of the 
game as laid down by them, the result being 
that many international matches produce an 
inferior ly of football, with persistent 
breaking of the laws, which is not in keep- 
ing with the spirit and tradition of the game. 

“The Board desire te impress upon the 
referees appointeu by the tive unions 
to the panel of international referees the 
necessity of making full use of the powers 
contained in the Jaws for the immediate sup- 
pression of the repeated infringements by 
players who wilfully risk a penalty kick to 
gain an unfair advantage. 

“The Board point out that is is the duty 
of the referee to order off a player whe is 
persistently infringing the laws. ‘There is a 
disinclination on the part of referees in in- 
ternational matches to enforce the extreme 
penalty for unfair play. As a result of this 
players are left with the impression that 
no matter how guilty they are of wilful law- | 
breaking and misconduct the extreme penalty 
will not be infheted.- 

‘The Board desire to make it clear that in 
thei: considered opinion international matches 
above all others should be free from wilful 
law-breaking. ‘The failure of referées in in- 
ternational matches to inflict appropriate 
penalties has had a detrimental effect on ' 
less experienced referees, on players ia club 
matches, and on schoolbeys.”’ .

I am not a 
Communist, nor have I any sympathy with 
the aims and ideals of that party, but I do 
object to the Fascist movement in any shape 
or form, and, prompted oy anti-Fascist motives, 
I decided that 1 would go to Spain and fight 
on the side of the Government.’ 


NORTH ARAGON FRONT 


The statement continued that he made his 
way to France and reported for duty, at the 
Barcelona headquarters of the Government 
troops. He was drafted to the Marxist 
Polish militia and issued with a rifle, but no 
uniform or equipment. A week later ke 
went to the North Aragon front, where he re- 
mained for three weeks, but never once caught 
sight of the enemy. The weather was bitterly 
cold, with: several feet of snow, and the 
rations were poor and insufficient. 

Cope explained that he joined up in the 
name of “J. Arthur,” so that it would not 
come to his mother’s notice if he were 
reported as killed or wounded. He suffered 
much discomfort, the statement continued, 
and his first leave was cancelled because the 
Spanish Government had information of an 
impending revolt. On May 3 the revolution 
broke out, and there was fighting between 
the regular troops and the militia. It tasted 
for three days, and 400 people were killed. 
‘During my whole time in Spain this was the 
only fighting 1 saw or took part in.” 

Cope said that he received an offer of 
employment in Barcelona, but decided to 
return home and purchase his discharge from 
the Tank Corps. It was still his intention 
to purchase his discharge and return to a 
situation in Barcelona.

RAILWAY 
CENTENARIES. 
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EUSTON AND CREWE 


vv 


Two of the most famous railway stations 
in Britain, Euston and Crewe, celebrated their 
centenaries this summer. Euston, the prin- 
cipal London terminus and headquarters of 
the L.M.S., was opened for local traffic to 
and from Boxmoor on July 20th, 18357, while 
Crewe (then a small wayside station on the 
Grand Junction Railway, but now the largest 
junction in the Empire) was brought into use 
sixteen days earlier. 

Despite the historic importance of the 
Euston centenary, no special celebrations 
were made, as it has been provisionally de- 
cided to hold these next year in connection 
with the centenary of the opening through- 
out of the London and Birmingham Railway 
on September 17th, 1838. Euston Station in 
1837 consisted of only two platforms of a 
combined length of 280 yards, whereas to- 
day there are fifteen platforms of an aggre- 
gate length of more than two miles. ne 
hundred years ago the station was used by 
about twelve trains and some ó00 passengers 
daily, as compared with some 340 trains and 
60.000 passengers to-day. 

Crewe in 1837 had only two short plat- 
forms together with an engine shed contain- 
ing a single spare engine. The staff con- 
sisted of an engine crew and a clerk. The 
development of Crewe followed the. opening 
of railways to Chester, Shrewsbury, Man- 
chester and the _ Potteries, and _ follow- 
ing the establishment of the London 
and North-Western Railway  locomo- 
tive works, which were moved from 
Farlstown to Crewe in 1843, When opened, 


SHOT AT HIS OWN DOOR 


Thomas Dunbar, of Malt street, who was 
shot in the hand while standing at his own 
door, claimed compensation.

Martin said that while going back into 
Dunbar’s house he heard bullets striking the 
walls and had no doubt that the men were 
firing at them. 

The Recorder said that he would think 
over the case before giving his decision. 

Walter Matthews, Blair street, claimed 
damages for assault on Grosvenor road on 
Coronation Day. He said he was wearing a 
Coronation emblem when he was struck with 
a buckle. 

The Recorder dismissed the claim on the 
ground that there was no evidence of un- 
lawful assembly. 


SEVENTEEN CUTS 


The Recorder came to a similar decision in 
the case of Thomas Martin, of Whiterock 
Drive, Belfast, who was attacked at Gortfin 
street on August 5, sustaining so many cuts 
on the head, seventeen in all, that it was 
impossible to stitch them.
